The Second Central Wage Board for the Sugar Industry , constituted 
by the Government of India by their Resolution No. WB - 7 ( 2 ) / 65, dated the 16th Novem 
ber , 1965 , made interim recommendations with regard to the age of retirement and annual 
increments. These were accepted by the Government vide their Resolutions No. WB- 7 ( 1 ) / 
67. dated the 9th February , 1967 and WB - 7 ( 1 ) /67 , dated the 15th May 1967, respectively . 


2. At its meeting held at Hyderabad on the 19th - 20th November, 1967, the Wage 
Board has made further recommendations concerning interim relief as shown in the 
aprendices .

If the 
maximum of the scale had hren reached before 1st November , 1965, the next increment 
shall take effect from 1st November, 1965 and in cases where the maximum of the 
scale was icached on 1st November , 1965 or thereafter , the next increment will he vue 
after one year from the date , that is, from 1st November, 1966 00 :1 so on .

SECOND CENTRAL WAGE BOARD FOR THE SUGAR INDUSTRY 

Recommendarlon relating to interim relief 
The question of intcrim relief to the workers has been considered by the Second Centra 
Wage Board for the Sugar Industry in its various mcetings. Already sime recommendations 
havc been made in this matter The final interini relief 28 recommended by the Wage 
Bourd at its meeting held ut Hyderabad on 20th Novemhcr . 1967 , is as follows: 

Dearness Allowance is as per the recommendations of the First Wage Board linked 
with the average of All India Consumer Price Index Nurnbers for the Working Class 
( Base - 1949 ) . It is calculated at the average of 12 months ending 30th June, and is 
payable from the next 1st October. It is obvious that the First Wage Board recommended 
payment from 1st October next and not from 1st July next because the monthly index it 
not available from the Government immediately after the close of each month but some 
time laler 11 has heen irged hy the workers that on account of the delay in getting the 
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index figures the workers lose the benefit of additional dearness allowance for three 
months that is, July , August and September In Uttar Pradesh the request to pay the 
dearness allowance as per index , from 1st July next instead of from 1st October next was 
accepted by the Sugar Labour Tripartite Conference and implemented by the Uttar Pradesh 
Government, under the U . P . Industrial Disputes Act. The Second Wage Board considers 
that it would be fair to make this practice applicable on All India basis . Hence the dearness 
allowance which as per preceding year s average index has become payable from ist 
October , 1967 will be payable from 1st July 1967 and in future also it will he payable 
each year from 1st July instead of from 1st October ,
